Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The prior art of record as applied in the non-final rejection 
mailedl 1/9/2006 was discussed. Specifically, Mr. Sullivan indicated that contrary to Applicants' invention, where the 
characteristics of the high strength polymeric dental material result from the polymeric matrix itself, the dental material 
of Angeletakis et al. ('344) achieves the claimed properties because of reinforcing fillers. Examiner Staicovici 
suggested to insert the limitation that the resulting dental device has "a polymeric matrix, wherein the polymeric matrix 
alone has a flexural modulus of at least 250,000 psi and a flexural strength of at least 5,000 psi." Mr. Sullivan indicated 
that a further response will be filed in order to advance prosecution. . 
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
